.lie State or of communities, 
looking to the making of good roads 
and keeping them in order. In 
this respect a great wrong has been 
done that portion of the State. The 
roads follow the old traces of the 
Indian and pioneer along the beds 
of the streams subject to frequent 
overflow, or up steep acclivities, 
without the aid of engineering skill 
in their location or adequate pro 
vision for their repair. So serious 
has been the neglect in this respect 
that it has not been many years 
aince there were counties in which 
wheeled vehicles were not to be 
found. Lumber, the chief product, 
was floated to market in logs on 
freshets, with sleds and horbeback 
service for travel. The conse- 
quence has been that the people 
have been isolated from intereom- 



unication with those of neighbor 
ing counties or from contact with 
the people of other parts of the 
State. 

Kentucky has, as to tire richer 
and more favored parts of the 
State, been the pioneer road builder 
of all Western States, having more 
than sixty years ago built many 
miles of turnpike by which the 
country traversed by them has been 
devt loped to a high degree of pro- 
duction and wealth. Stage lines 
from Louisville to Maysville and 
from Louisville to Nashville on 
these roads long antedated the rail- 
roads, while some parts of the 
State were gridironed with turn 
pikes built in whole or part by the 
State. So also as to slack water 
Improvements. The Kentucky and 
Green rivers were locked and dam- 
med by the State near the same 
period of turnpike construction, but 
»■ in the case of the latter, the im- 
proved navigation stopped short of 
the mountains, where if it had been 
extended to the coal fields, with or 
without the turnpikes, there would 
have been a different condition 
now. 

While there is no longer any pos- 
sibility nnrter our Constitution of 
the State's resuming such policy 
and remedying the wrong done the 
mountains by exclusion from its 
bounty, and while the slow rate at 
which the Federal Government is 
extending navigation in that direc- 
tion may not be accelerated, justice 
and good economic policy suggest 
that the Legislature should take 
the question up with a view to in- 
augurating some system by which 
at least the county seats can be con- 
nected with roads of easy grade 
and durable construction. All that 
region has been topographically sur- 
veyed and mapped by the Federal 
Government and the possibility of 
such construction demonstrated. 
Discussion of the subject will do 
harm, and may lead to great 
good. It will at least demonstrate 
to the good people of the mountains 
that they are not doomed to hope-

Poultry Notes. 

It is advisable to have all perches 
the same height, and at a distance 
of not over two feet from the 
ground. Having them roost too 
high is the cause of bumble foot. 
• To increase the egg-producing 
capacity of a flock of hens requires 
selection— the culling of the hens 
and proper selection or the male, as 
he is sire or all the chicks hatched. 

The first rule for fall and winter 
egg production, is to get out your 
pullets early and keep them grow 
ing from the day they break the 
shell to the day they are put in 
their houses in the fall. 

Standard-bred poultry is the best 
for any purpose, because the stan- 
dard requires that they be started 
right. They are bred for results, 
and, as chicks, are fed for growth. 
It is the only way to get hens that 
will lay well and pay well. Have 
you this kind?

State Capitol Possible Withont 
Extra Taxation. 

In his report to the General 
sembly, just completed, Auditor 
Coulter has the following to say in 
the matter of the appropriation lor 
a new State capitol : 

'•Inquiry has been made of the 
Auditor by various members of the 
General Assembly and by quite a 
number of citizens of the Stat* 
to whether or not the present reve- 
nues of the State would provide 
sufficient funds to build and furnish 
newcapitol buildings. I have given 
this careful consideration and 
thorough investigation, and for 
answer will say that it the General 
Assembly should decide to make an 
ppropriation for the erection or a 
new capitol the present revenues, ir 
eft unimpaired, and vigorously ad 
ninistered, will be able to rurnish 
n excess or the current expenses 
it least $400,000 per annum until 
:he purpose or the appropriation be 
iccomplisbed. 

"It will not be necessary to bor- 
row a dollar, nor increase the pres- 
ent rate of taxation to secure 
money necessary for capitol build- 
ing purposes. 

"By a painstaking and vigilant 
administration of the tscal depart- 
ment of the government, and the 
practise or rigid rrugality with re 
gard to expenses or all departments 
of government throughout the 
State, a surplus equal to the de- 
nands or the proposed public build- 
ngs can be quite easily accumu- 

"It will require at least three and 
possibly rour years to complete the 
apitol buildings. It will be more 
iconociical, and certainly more bus- 
nesslike, to provide in the appro 
priation bill that a certain stipu- 
1 sum be set apart for this pur

She. the director told me, has dona 
better work than the man she suc- 
ceeded and is doing it for $10,000 
a year. 

"In fifty years, the women will 
know more than the men. They 
have more time to read and they 
are improving their time. Eventu- 
ally they will vote and tell the men 
for whom they shall vote. 

"Eventually all the universities 
will be co-educational and the

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In a darkened room at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital sits John Wil- 
Ham Day, the man who was once 
blind but who now can see. 

Moved by a feeling of interest in 
the case, already published in tin 
Leader, whose history savors of the 
days of miracles, I obtained a per- 
mit from the surgeon in charge, 
and had an interview of two hours 
Saturday with the patient. 

It happened that I arrived just 
as the eyes were being dressed and 
saw the tests made by which itwac 
evident that the operation perform 
«a on »uiiciay wouid be aucmwafui. 
He was seated in a willow rocker 
without a ray of light in the room, 
flave that given by an old-fashioned 
•perm candle stuck' in a portable 
tin holder, so that it might be

of the attendants I asked Mr. 
Day some questions, wnich he whs 
very willing to answer. 

Mr. Day is a man of 5 feet 11^ 
inches in height,. Weighs 145 pounds, 
is of fair complexion, with daik 
brown hair, a heavy moustache, 
and eyes whose color he says is 
dark bluy He is without educa- 
tion, hut 1 1 of intelligence, and 
shows a quaitft humor that is irre 
•istible.

"I was born at Moreheud, in 
Rowan county. Ky.. on the 13tn 
day of May, 1801. My father was 
Jilson Li wis Day. cousin of Jud>je 
Day, of Montgomery county; my 
mother was Elizabeth Setters. An 
uncle of mine had four blind ohil 
dren, but there was no blindness in 
our family except in my case. I 
was two and a half years old when 
the trouble began with a severe at- 
tack of cholera infantum For tony 
years I h«\e not seen a wink; I 
could barely tell whether it was 
light or dark. I loved to work and 
UBed to help my lather on the farm, 
but straining my eyes would give 
jpe headache, so father would get 
sorry for me and make me go to 
the house. When I was about 
eleven he bought me a violin — a 
daiK v.mimc! German violin. 1 
loved music and father said he 
knew I could never do any work. I 
learned to play by ear, catching up 
any tune I could hear from bands, 
or just anywhere.

SEEKING A DOCTOR. 

"How did you come to have the 
operation?"

I had 
no money to pay for it, and I didn't 
expect it to be done for nothing. 
Every once in awhile some doctor 
would step up to me when I was 
playing take a look at my eyes. 
Several of them from time to time 
aaid they tnought they could give 
me some sight; but I didn't have 
any faith. I was living on the L. 
A E. R. R. in the edge of Wolfe 
county, trying to make a little 
money in a new field. It was on a 
court day when Dr. , of Lex- 
ington, looked at my eves and tried 
to persuade me to come here and 
let him cure me. He said he tfould 
do it and that he would do it free. 
The election was coming off and I 
thought everybody was busy. I 
had no money to pay my board at 
the hospital, so I didn't take hold 
of the idea \\%hl then. A little 
while back who should I find ijet 
ting off the train at Ashland but 
1'iis same doctor. He saw me and 
at once began at me to come over 
and let him operate. 1 said I had 
a sister living at Lexington, Mrs. 
Nora Moore, of 409 Seventh street, 
if he could operate as well at her 
house as at the hospital I would 
come and try it. My wife said I 
was just lis ready as I'd ever be, so 
I came on. When I got here, a man 
whose son's eyes had been operated

job for nothing, but he wouldn't, 
operate outside the hospital. 

THE 0VEUATION. 

On Sunday the 14th, last, the 
surgeon applied local anesthesia, 
and carefully removed the cataract 
and whatever complications were 
binding the man's sight. The time 
was brief and the patient was brave; 
not a vestige of nervousness, but a 
mountain of ftlttu At iiio oiuciai 
moment the doctor said, "open 
your eyes— look— what doyou see?" 



SAW THE GLORIOUS LIGHT. 

When blind Bartimeus received 
his sight he said, "I see men as 
trees walking." This moutitain 
fiddler, under an influence not di- 
vine, but all-potent, said, "I see 
your Angers moving — two fingers. 

"Don't look up." quickly admon- 
ished the surgeon, aa the eyeballs 
moved upward. 

' Did I do wrong, doctor? I had 
to see your face. And oh! I saw 
the sunshine, the first time in forty 
years." 

The doctor bandaged the eyes 
and left strict injunction not to 
touch them. "You must tie my 
hands, d'.ctor — I'm so afraid I 
might touch them in my sleep." 

A week later I saw the test aa 

■toted to the ix-g; lining or liii* 

story. The young nurse stood|be- 
fore the man, candle in hand. On 
her head was the muslin e*p. He 
looked and saw — then said with his 
native humor, 'T didn't know the 
ladles wore dunce caps these days." 
Next he saw the doctors spectacles 
' I know what they are," he said, 
' I have felt many a pai*. Now 
you men all wear spectacles but 
you've got regular packsaddles on 
my eyes." The packaaddlea were 
the bandages. 

A BLIND MAN'S HOPES. 

"I know that I will aee," he said. 
"I cm see already. In ten days 
the doctor will fit a pair of lenses 
that will give me as good eyes as a 
man need want. I may not even 
see aa well as some people, but after 
forty years of dark night, the 
aed light has come — light 
enough for me to see the ones 1 
love. We have been on the world's 
charity long enough. We have 
never murmured. I don't know 
what I can do, but I must get to 
work. If nature will only do her 
part 1 will do mine." 

'•Do you find it tedious here, Mr. 
Day?' 

"Well, it would be, but Capt. 
Bunch here is asourceof happiness 
to me — the nurses come in aad pass 
compliments — my sister consoles 
She brought me a letter from 
my wife yesterday. I am thankful 
for so good a place and I am as pa. 
tient as I know how to be." 

And jo I left him in hia comfort 
able hospital chamber, attended by 
faithful nurses, watched by his 
most tender of scientific physicians, 
and cheered by kind friends. 

Is there no lesson to he learned 
at this blessed Yule tide from this 
in's patience and industry and 
serfulness during a lifetime or 
uggle amid outer darkness. God 
help ua all to be as worthy.

MARKING ON SILVER. 
Simple Meant of Duplicating Deglgn 
When Once Inscribed. 

Jewelers who engrave initial*, 
on spoons nnd forks sometimes 
find difficulty in securing iierfect 
uniformity in the size and sym- 
metry of the lei In n, and have 
wished that there was some Slav 
pie means of duplicating the de- 
sign when once inscribed. The 
following ndvice, to meet that 
emergency, is offered by 1h<> Jew 
ellers' Circular Weekly. The 
method here proposed gives a t rac- 
ing on the other spoons, like that 
on the first, and guides the en- 
graver's eye in his later work. 

After cutting the first initial, 
rub some wax made of three parti 

of beeswax, three parts tallow, 
one part Canada natsnm and one 
part olive oil into the engraying. 
Then clean off the surplus, and 
after moistening a piece of writ- 
ing paper, by drawing it over the 
tongue, apply it to the engraved 
surface and press it down evenly. 
Over this place a dry piece of pa 
per, and, holding both down with 
the forefinger and thumb of the 
left hand, go over the entire sur 
face with a steel or bone burnish- 
er. This will press the dampened 
paper info the engraying and a 
clear impression will be the re- 
sult if due care is taken. The pa- 
per should be carefully removed 
from the engaving and applied in 
a similar position on each of the 
other articles, and if <"arefully 
rubbed with the finger, a clear im- 
pression will be made. If care be 
taken with the impression paper 
it can be used for two or more 
dozen pieces.

OTIVE AN ANCIENT PRCI 

Is One of the Oldeet Trees Knows 
to Scientists. 

The tree Olea Europaea is not 
only one of the oldest trees known 
to naturalists, but its longevity 
and productivity are astounding. 
Several of these trees over 20 feet 
in circumference, according to the 
'■dentine calculation of a foo 
a century, must have been h 
ing fruit before the Saviour 
wmteri •>!><! talked on the Mt 
of Olives. 

The olive has been a symbol in 
more than one mythology. The 
dove bringing the branch to the 
ark gave it to the imagination of 
the orient aa an emblem of peace 
or confidence restored. Among 
• Greeks it was the sign of p< 
and tbe placid power of wisdot 

Though a native of Bvrift, and 
possibly of southern Greece, the 
olive flourishes anywhere in a 
mild climate, western Asia, south 
eVn Europe, northern Africa, 
southern England, South Amer 
ica, Mexico— in all these places 
olive grows readily, taking on 
average seven yearB before 
bearing fruit. Two hundred years 
ago it was introduced into Califor- 
nia by Catholic priests from Mex 
ico, and there it has thriven might 
i1y. In South Carolina it is hard} 
and fruitful, but, unfortunately, 
the crop matures there just when 
all labor is needed in the cotton 
fields. 

The fruit it too bitter to eat mi 
less pick led. Ranging in size from 

an acorn to a large plain, it in 
gathered green and placed in a 
strong solution of potash or lye 
of wood ashes. When the ol 
Change color this denotes that 
the potash has struck through the 
stone and they are placed in 
ter. renewed several times a day 
for five days. 



STORY OF A FOX FARM. 
Success Secured by Maine Man in 
Tbia Experim . t. 
Starting a fox farm was a kind 
of wild goose scheme, r ijah 
Norton, the origin-' Lhe 
project, frankly pledged, 
as he spent a grt . »<sal of money 
on the undertaking. His success, 
however, not only proves the ex 
cellency of his judgment, but his 
experiment is attracting wide at- 
tention, says the New York Trib- 

The fox farm experiment begun 
about five years ago. Mr. Norton 
owns a tract of several hundred 
acres about 40 miles from Bangor, 
Maine, two of which are devoted 
to the fox farm and are inclosed 
with a wire fence ten feet high. As 
the foxes will climb to that height, 
he saw to it that the fence at the 
top turned iu arid projected over 
the inolosnre about two feet, thus 
presenting r.n effectual Uuiivc iw 
their escape. 

TO prevent the foxes burrowing 
out, Mr. Norton dug a trench and 
filled it with stones, so that under- 
neath every inch of the wire fence 
about the inclosure there in 
stone wall. Then be cat the fox 
fnrm up into 12 lots of different 
sizes, putting up ■ well built ho' 
on every lot with a yard running 
all the way around ; the houses in 
every instance being prOTided with 
a commodious chamber. In the 
Minimi. -r time the inmates of the 
fox farm prefer their own bur- 
rows. Rut at the first suggestion 
of cool weather they take to their 
handmade dwellings, showing a 
marked preference for the second 
floor apartments. 

"I started my farm with six blue 
foxes," said Mr. Norton, "bringing 
them from Alaska to Seattle by 
boat, and from there by express. 
NowJhf«e50or more. It cost me 
just |105.80 to get my six foxes to 
the fnrm. Hut they have paid for 
themselves, express charges and 
nllj several times over." 

Foxes at the farm become less 
shy of strangers after the cool 
weather sets in. With their own- 
er and every member of his family, 
they have learned to be perfectly 
at ease. Appearing from a bur- 
row or coming down from their 
upstairs room, they scan the new- 
comer curiously. On closer ac- 
quaintance with them it is easy to 
discern that the farm foxes also 
lack the hard, crafty expression 
uBuall.y seen in the regular wild 
type. They seem every way more 
attractive and possessed of H 
pleasnnter disposition. 

A wave of the hand from either 
their owner or the young man will 
guide the crafty creature through 
any opening, the snme as theshep 
herd leads his sheep. 

The care of tbe fox is not dim 
cult. Anything that a cat or a dog 
will eat is palatable to the fox. So 
the met is simple enough

The old device of jarring by ti 
heavy stone the tree bole — espe- 
cially tbe slim secondary trees of 
the deeper woods — may be trite, 
but not its refinement of taking a 
somewhat euittilt-i sione nnd by a 
series of quick taps on the trunk 
"snapping" the upper branches. 
Less known and more effective is 
another plan. Its elements are a 
good arm, a ball of strong cord, 
and, attached, a half-pound stone, 
more or less, according to the 
weight of tbe string. The theory 
involves the cas'ting of a weight 
over a bough of the nut tree and 
shaking it briskly when looped by 
the cord; the practice is that 
many a youngster who deems him- 
self a cracker thrower on the ball 
field will find some lessons to be 
learned in the precison of "loop- 
ing" a chestnut branch and in the 
retarding power of an ascending 
cord tied to a projectile.
